The Notoriety of this fhameful Praétice renders 
it unneceflary to be elaborate in its Deteétion: But 
did my Memory fupply me with the Names of 
the Unhappy who have, in my Time, perifhed igno- 
minioufly, tho’ innocent, thro’ the Iniquity of fai/e 
Evidence, 1 would particularly recite them. But 
that I cannot do this, is no great Misfortune ; fince 
any one of a midling Age may recolle& Inftances 
enough to fill him equally with Terror and Com- 
miferation ;—with Terror, left the Cafe might be 
his own; with Commiferation, for the unmerited 
Sufferings borne by thofe Victims of Avarice and 
Perjury. 


Were we to enquire into the Caufes which render 
Perjury fo frequent, we might reduce them to Three 
general Heads : 


I. The Inefficacy of the prefent Laws, tho’ duly 
executed. 

II. The Slacknefs of their Execution. 

III. The Dexterity (as it is called) of fome Attor- 


nies. 


The notorious Cafe of Lingard, who perjured 
away the Life of Coleman, thews the utmoft Limits 
of Severity to which the prefent Laws can extend in 
the Punifhment of Perjury. The Offender can only 
be pillory’d and tranfported, altho’ he has (under the 
Law, which he has deluded) taken away the Life of 
an innocent Man, for the fake of the Reward paid 
for aconviéted Perfon, How does this Crime differ 
from that of a Robbery and Murder, that the one 
fhould be capital and the other not? The capital 
Crime brings Lo/s and Afflition to the Party or to 
the Friends of the Party robbed or murdered: The 
other Crime, which has not been thought deferving 
Death, adds the cruellef? Difgrace and Shame to 
that Lo/s and Affiétion, Yet, amazing! fhall this 
Delinquent live to renew the Sorrows of unexpiated, 
undeferved Ignominy !—If I thought a Foreigner 
would read this, and thence form an Idea of Briti/h 
Underftandings and Britis Juftice, zealous as | am 
for the Charaéter of my Countrymen, I fhould cer- 
tainly erafe the Reprefentation of an Abfurdity 
which is lefs owing to the Jgnorance than to the /n- 
advertence of our Legiflators, even tho’ we ran a 
Risk of continuing by thus concealing the Abfurdity. 


If we examine the Metter where Property is only 
concerned, we may ftill obferve Inequality. What 
real Difference is there between robbing a Man, and 
fwearing away bis Eftcte from him? By the Robber 


jurer he may lofe a/l. If the Reader recolleéts the 
notorious Perjuries in a certain remarkable Trial 
which took its Rife from the Travels of an ynfortu- 
nate young Nobleman, as his Memoirs informs us, he 
will not be at a Lofs for a Cafe in Point, which 
may very fufficiently illuftrate what I have juft faid, 
Yet is he who feals a little hanged, while he who 
fieals all is — perhaps put into the Pillory ! 


Whence this aftonifhing Defe& in our Laws? | 
have afcribed it to Jnadvertence ; but there is furcly 
fome Difficulties in the Cafe :—So I have heard.—

freely declaring the Truth, and it will befides — 


LESSEN the Bufine/s of the Law, and quite ruin thife 
honeft Attornies who bring many Caujes into Court, 
which notbing but Subornation of Perjury render tole- 
rable, or able to bear the Light. Parifh Taxes ar: 
high enough already, the Streets abound with Thieves 
and Beggars, and the Highways are replete with 
Robbers Horfe and Foot. Would you add to thefe 
Mifi biefs ? Befides, How would you come at the 
guilty Intention ; for Perjurers are not fuch Block- 
heads as to confe/s and be hanged ? 





Thefe are fome of the Objections to the making 
Perjury capital ; and I leave them to be confuted by 
thote who are able and willing to do it. For my 
Part, Lam neither. But I with neverthelefs I had 
Room and Patience enough to run thro’ all the 
Quibbles raifed on this Occafion againft Jnnovations, 
Jivere Punifbments, ec. There is a quaint Maxim 
of great Ule, becaufe of great Authority, given in 
Support of thefe found Reafonings: Sir Edw. Coke 
hath obferved, ** That too feyere Laws are never 
duly executed.”* I am entirely of Sir Edward's 
Opinion ; but were he now living, and a Spectator 
of the Pra&tice of many of our prefent Atcornics, 
he would not only concur with mein thinking Per- 
jury deferved Death, but would certainly point out 
the fame exemplary Punifhment alfo for Subsrnation 
of Perjury, fince he fays, the Author offends more 
than the Actor, Plus peccat Author quam Ador.> 


The antient Jews awarded Death to that Perjury 
which aimed at Life. ‘ If the Witnefs be a falle 
Witnefs, and hath teftified falfly againft his Brother, 
then fhall yedo ynto him, as he had thought to have 
done to his Brother.” Again, *¢ And thine Eye 
fhal] not pity ; Life fhall go for Life, Eye for Eye, 
Tooth for Tooth, Hand for Hand, Foot for Foot.” ¢ 


Indeed, did the Lex Talionis prevail more in our 
Laws, we might be content to make Perjury capital 
only in capital Cafes; but while Forgery, Robbery, 
&c. are punifhed with Death, there can be no good 
Reafon | apprehend for not punifhing Perjury in the 
fame Manner ; fince it is well known, this Species 
of Villainy is equally, if not more, injurious in its 


Effects. 


Without very ftri& Regard to Method, I have oc- 
cafionally demonftrated the Inequality of the prefent 
Laws, and the great Encouragement they give to 
fome Attornics to fuborn Witneffis. And yet that 
thefe Laws, incifectual as they are, areexecuted with 
a very fparing Hand, we can by no means difpute, 
when we fee numerous Inftances of Perjury, but 
few Profecutions of Perjury. This Indolence (to 
fpeak no harfher) makes a bad Law worfe, a weak 
one — nothing. 


Did a Judge, in Cafes where Truth and Right ap- 
pear on both Sides, from Oaths and Afidayits, or- 
der a Profecution againft the perjured Party, and 
never omit this exemplary Piece of Juft'ce to him- 
felf and the Nation, I fhould not defpair of the 
Efficacy even of the prefent Laws, to far as Matter 
of Right might be concerned: But in criminal 
Cafes, where Death may be the Event, wilful and 
corrupt Perjury oubht to be capital. Vhe moft ea- 
lightened Nations have deemed it fo, and why we 
fhould enterrai a partial Tendernels to @ falfe Wit- 
nejs is not within my Conception to underftand,

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LONDON. 

We hear that his Royal Highnefs prince Edward 
is to have the fecond regiment of foot guards. 

The fourth of May is now fixed for the family of 
the prince of Wales, and the dowager princefs of 
Wales, to remove from Leicefter Houfe to Kew 
for the fummer. 

The Inftallation of the Knights of the garter at 
Windfor is fixed for Thurfday the 21ft of May in 
Whitfnn week ; his grace the duke of Marlborough, 
lord fteward of his Majefty’s houfhold, and his grace 
the duke of Grafton, having iffued, out orders 
for their officers to make the neceflary preparations; 
the expences to be defrayed by his Majefty. 

Laft Saturday died at his houfe in Hanover fquare 
the Right Hon. John Murray, ear! of Dunmore, 
colonel of the third regiments of guards, general of 
foot, and one of the fixteen peers of Scotland. He 
is fucceeded in title and eftate by his brother col. 
Willliam Murray, now earl of Dunmore, who 
commands a regiment in Ireland. His lordfhip has 
had the third regiment ever fince the year 1713, in 
which poft he fo attraé¥ed the love and efteem of 
his Officers, that his lofs is moft fincerely lamented. 
The firft earl of Dunmore was lord Charles Murray, 
a younger brother of John duke of Athol]. He was 
created by King James, and was father of the late 
and prefent earl. His lordfhip died in the 67th 
year of his age ; and befides the title of earl of Dun- 
more, he had that of vifcount Fincaftle, Baron 
Murray of Blair, Moulin and Tilimet ; and was 
govenor of Plymouth, and St. Nicholas’s ifland, & 
one of the lords of his Majefty’s bed chamber. He 
began his military fervices at the battle of Bletheim 
in the year 1704, and always difcharged his duty 
with reputation and honor. He has left his perfonal 
eftate to his nephew, fon of the prefent earl, an 
enfign in the third regiment of guards. It is faid 
that the earl of Rothes will fucceed his lordfhip in 
his command of the regiment of guards, and that 
the earl of Loudon will be preferred to the command 
of the Scotch Greys in lord Roth's room ; and that 
the earl of Dumfries will be elected one of the fix- 
teen peers of Scotland. 

On Monday the 12 Inft. died, greatly regretted, 
John James, of Kilgarren in Cardiganfhire, Efq; 
poflefied of a confiderable eftate in land, which he 
devifed, by will of his own proper hand writing, to 
his Nephew, a young gentleman of unblemifhed 
honour. But, for want of three witnefles to the 
execution of it, as the ftatue of frauds and perjuries 
require, the devife was void, and the hcir at law 
has entered and taken pofleffion of it. 

Early on Monday morning died fuddenly, at his 
houfe in Doctor’s Commons, aged fixty-tree years. 
John Searl, Efq; one of the fenior progtors of the 
Archer court of Canterbury, and one of the prin- 
“a Clerks in the prerogative Office for many years 
pait. 

The firft prefident of the parliament of Paris is 
faid to have expreffed himfeif, in his laft audience of 
the King to the following effect, ‘© That it was not 
confiltent with the honor or the duty of the parlia- 
ment to retract their proceedings againft the curate 
of St. Stephen; that fuch enterprizes of the clergy 
were infinitely more prejudicially to the royal au- 
thority than the mieafures which had drawn that 
imputation upon the parliament, who had no other 
objects in view than the intereft of his Majefty, the 
good of the kingdom, and the quiet of the people’s 
confciences ; that it was very grievous to that fove- 
reign court, to find herfelf fufpeéted of any fuch 
finifter defigns ; and that "till the is freed from this 
reproach, the thinks herfelf obliged to fufpend all 
her fun&tions.” People are very attentive to the 
confequences, as the parliament feem determined to 
risk every thing rather than fubmit to the didtates of 
the Clergy. 

We hear that the Marquis Fratteaux, who was 
lately forcibly carried into France, is confined in 
the battle, by order of the court in order to be 
protected againft any other violence which may be. 
offered to his perfon; and that he will be profecuted 
for any crime he ftands charged with, and make 
his defence, according to the laws of France. 

Monday ‘the governors and guardians of the 
Foundling-hofpital gave orders for the employment 
of the Boys in the two new walks, for the fpinning 
and twifting of twine for the ufe of the Britifh 
Fithery. 

On Monday was launched at Rotherhith a new 
Bufs, built for the Herring Fifhery; there were 
prefent feveral of the nobility, and a great number 
of the governors of that truly Britifh and laudable 
Undertaking. 

Laft term a caufe was heard in the court of King’s 
Bench, between the Parifhes of Locherly and Shir- 





field Englith, both in Hamphhire, relating to the 
fettlement of a dairy-man; and the queftion Was, 
Whether he gained a fettlement by renting a dairy 
of 16 cows for a year, at three pounds five fhillings 
each, amounting to fifty two pounds in the whole, 
with which he had a houfe worth about thirty fhil- 
lings a year, and feeding for the cows on feveral 
particular fields of the farmer; and the court was 
unanimoufly of opinion, that no fettlement was 
gained by fuch renting. As this was a new caufe, 
never before tried at the King’s Bench, and-renting 
a Dairy had been adjudged to gain a fettlement in 
h the prefent and other cafes at the quarter feflions at 
Winchefter, ’tis not to be doubted but this deter- 
mination (tho obtained by the parifh of Locherly at 
a very great expence), will give great fatisfaction to 
all parifhes where daires are |et. 

On Saturday laft the Court of King’s Bench was 
moved for a new trial of Simons a jew, who ftands 
coftviéted at laft Chelmsford affizes, for putting 
three Ducats into the pocket of Mr. Afhley, and 
then attempting to fwear a robbery againft the faid 
Mr. Afhley ; but it was not granted, and the jew 
will foon he brought into Court to receive Judg- 
ment. 

A Complaint of a pretty finglar nature was ex- 
hibited before juftice Fielding by a chimney-fweeper’s 
boy, againft his Miftrefs, for crueb treatment. It 
feems the Boy had Been originally bound toa news- 
paper carrier, but turned over to the chimney- 
fweeper who finding the boy not hardy enough to 
bear the heat of the chimnies, took the method of 
whipping him till he bled, and then pickling him 
with falt, which the boy faid fhe often repeated to 
him; and to perfect his cure, fhe caufed fome 
fhavings to be fet on fire when the boy went up a 
chimney and burnt him very inhumanly : Upon 
which complaint the ‘boy had a fummons for his 
Miftrefs, to fhew caufe why he fhould not be dif- 
charg’d from her fervice and turn’d over to another ; 
and ’tis hoped the parents of the boy will proceed 
againft his miftrefs for this ufage fo that the cruel 
tutrefs may receive the inerit of her tutorfhip. 

On Saturday Evening about eight o’clock, Tho- 
mas Ridley, a poor Man that owns the Harrow ca- 
ravan, going from London on horfeback, (with 
another behind him} whither he had been to reco- 
ver thirteen Pounds for Hay, was attacked within 
three miles of Harrow, near Water Lane, by two 
footpads, who took hold of the horfe’s bridle, and 
threatened to blow his brains out if he did not im- 
mediately deliver ; upon which he gave them about 
eighteen fhillings in filver, but they prefented Pi- 
ftols to his head, and infifted om his gold, which 
they took from him to the amountjof 141. and then 
made off towards London. 

Monday in the Morning, Stroud was brought to 
the rofe and crown in Long Acre, from whence he 
was carried in a coach, at noon, to the upper end 
of James-ftreet, where he was tied to the cart’s tail 
and marched very flowly down Long Acre to the 
End of St. Martin’s Lane, amidft an innumerable 
multitude of fpeétators, many of whom called to 
the executioner ‘* Whip him whip him ;” how- 
ever, he would take no more of their advice than 
he thought proper; and tho’ the old marks were 
pretty plain on Strouds back, few or no new ones 
appeared, fo gently did the hangman let the whip 
fall om him; 

By a Dutch fhip arrived a few days ago in the 
Texel in the Eaft Indies, there is advice, that the 
forces of the Dutch Eaft India company, which 
had undertaken the fiege of Bantam (of which fome 
mention was made a few Months ago) having been 
repulfed before that town, the Indians, natives of 
the ifland of Java, purfued them briskly to Batavia, 
and having received fome reinforcements, began in 
their turn to befiege the Dutch, who repulfed them 
in two defperate fallies, but in a third were worfted, 
and forced to retire into the citadel of Batavia; 
whereupon the Indians poured into the City, de- 
ftroyed all the fpices in the.company’s warehoufes, 
and crrried off abundance of valuable Effe&ts. Ma- 
ny of the inhabitants of the town were maffacred in 
this fcene of confufion and devaftation. At length 
the Dutch forces in the citadel, enraged to fee the 
city thus plundered and company’s goods deftroyed, 

made another furious fally, and drove away the In- 
dians ; but the damage done by them will long be 
felt, and we hear that the price of fpices is already 
greatly rifen in Holland upon the receipt of this 
news. In this expedition the natives were headed 
by an Indian Bramin, who efcaped in the great 
maflaere in that ifland about 18 or 20 years ago, 
and has ever fince been feeking and contriving to 
be avenged of the Dutch for their cruelties to his 
countrymen

fons was privy to it, and yet it did not break out 
till a very few days before the Time fixed for putt 
ing it in execution, which was the ad of Ja 
1722. This confpiracy was headed by one Erber. 
field, the fon of a Dutch gentleman by an Indian 
woman, who with 18 of his followers was put to 
death. A more dangerous confpiracy broke out in 
the year 1740 by the Chinefe, who by their fae. 
rior skill in mercantile affairs, had grown rich and 
powerful, and, as the Dutch gave out. enteredinty 
plots to difpoffefs them of the Ifland. The Dutch 
reported that they were attacked by 0000 of th 
Chinefe without the city of Batavia, and that they 
had_no way to fecure themfelves but by a genenl 
maflaere of the Chinefe within the City, tho’ by de- 
livering up their weapons they were men eoticely 
naked and unarmed. This dreadful maflacre was 
put in execution on the gth of Odtober 1749, in 
which no lefs than 20002 men, women and chil 
dren, were deftroyed ; and as not only the governor 
but many of the Sokiiers, and others, grew ime 
menfely rich by the plunder of the Chineie, it was 
fufpected that the wealth of the people was the grand 
inducement of the Dutch to fall upon them, The 
Dutch in Europe, indeed, pretended to be alarmed 
at the Barbarity of the Action, and fent Orders 
Batavia to try the governor for the fa@; but from 
this bloody deed it may be fuppofed that the prefs 
infurreétion of the Chinefe takes it rife. 

‘+ Batavia is not only the capital of Java, butol 
all the Dutch fettlements and colonies in India, It 
is a moft beautiful city built with ftone, and cans, 
planted with evergreens, run thro’ their principal 
ftreets. Bantam was once the capital of a lage 
kingdom in that ifland, where the Englifh Eafe 
dia company had one of their principal fattores 5 
but the Dutch attacked and depofed the king of 
Bantam, and expelled the Englifh from thence 10 
the Reign of king James II. ina time of fall pat 
and ftill retain the Poffeffion both of the crty a 
kingdom, fuffering _ — potterity of the antie 
kings to enjoy the title of king.
